THE ASSESSING PROBLEM 


Wilmington, as most of our readers are aware 
is one of the few towns in Massachusetts which 
doesn't have to go into: a tizzy because of the 
Supreme Court ruling of last week, on assessing 

Wilmington's re-assessment program of 1955, 
which has been carefully kept up to date, puts 
our town in a fortunate position. 

All industries, homes, ete in Wilmington are 
assessed at 50% of the market: value. This means 
that if the assessments are just doubled the 
town will be complying with the latest jaidge- 
ment. The tax rate, under such a program, would 
be halved, and there would be no pain for the 
taxpayers, other than the usual and perannual 


one of getting up the dough. 

Somewhere between 150 and 300 homes in Wil- 
mington have been getting "abatements" because 
of the status of the home-owner, and these are 
the only ones who will be affected by the 100% 
valuation. 

These are the homes of disabled veterans and 
of widows, in which certain statutory exemp- 
tions are allowed. One type of disabled veteran 
for instance, gets an abatement of $2000 a year 
in valmtion of his home. If his home is worth 
say, $10,000, Wilmington has been assessing it 
for $5,000, and with a $2,000 abatement he has 
been paying taxes on $3,000, or about $180 a 
year, compared to the average taxpayer's $300 
for the same home, on a S60 tax rate. 

If he were assessed for full value, as may 
well soon be the case, he would pay taxes on 
$10,000 less $2,000, which in this case would 
be $240 a year - still $60 less than the av- 
erage taxpayer, but $60 more than he 
paying.

Being excerpts of letters 
from Jeanne Ashworth to her 
folks. Miss Ashworth, the only 
American girl ever to win a 
medal in Olympic Speed Skating 
is currently in Sweden, study- 
ing European methods of speed 
skating. 

Sept. 17, 1961 
~-We have spent four days in 
London and have seen every- 
thing there is to see, for ex- 
ample, London Bridge, Bucking- 
ham Palace, Changing of the 

Guard, Westminster Abbey, St. 
Paul's Cathedral, the Science 
Geology and Art Museums and a 
few other things. It has real- 
ly been exciting. Seeing the 
cars drive on the wrong side 
of the road is very strange. 
When I cross the street I in- 
variable look the wrong way. 
Its lots of fun. 

We have been shopping for the 
things for our bike trip. To- 
night we packed them, and, 
wow! are they heavy. There is 
so much stuff piled on the back 
of my bike, that from the back 
you can’t see me. 

We are leaving tomorrow morn- 
ing and will only travel 30-40 
miles a day --- 


Sept. 28, 1961 

Ansterdam, Holland 

--I am at a Laundromat wait- 

ing for my clothes to be washed 

and dried. We had a terrible 

time finding this place, as no 
one speaks English. 

I will trace our route up to 
here for you, We left London a 
week ago Monday, rode 25 miles 
to Dolliver’s brother’ s house. 
On Tuesday we rode 39 miles to 
Newhaven, England, a fair win- 
dy day,with lots of huge hills 
to go up. It rained all day 
and was rainy and cold all the 
next day. Sut we went 75 hard, 
hilly miles to Dover, England 
was very beautiful and I en- 
joyed riding there very much. 
On Thursday we took the ferry 
to Ostend, Belgium and rode a- 
bout 15 miles to Bruges where 
we camped. For the first time 
we were in an area where we 
didn’t speak the language. Its 
very strange and difficult at 
times, Belgium is quite dif- 
ferent from England, no hills, 
and terrible cobblestoned 
streets. 

Fortunately they have bicycle 
paths all over the country, 
and you have to ride on the 
paths.
